ir  Sir: 

I  have  the  honor  and  privilege  of  submitting  to  you  the  annual  report  of 
1  Police  Department  for  the  year  of  1937. 

During  times  of  economic  stress,  strikes  and  labor  disputes  increase  the 
dens  of  a  police  department;  and  as  you  know,  Minneapolis  has  had  its 
I  e  of  labor  troubles  in  recent  years. 

insofar  as  major  crime  is  concerned,  I  am  happy  to  report  that  Minneapolis 
(  pares  very  favorably  with  other  cities  of  our  size,  as  attested  by  the  com- 

tion  of  crime  statistics  submitted  by  the  Department  of  Justice  for  the 
i  1937  (copy  of  same  is  enclosed  herewith,  showing  records  of  major  crime 
:  :ities  of  from  300,000  to  700,000  population).  Perusal  of  this  report  should 

•  ince  any  skeptics  that  Minneapolis  is  not  the  crime-ridden  city  that  some 

Id  have  us  believe. 

\  large  number  of  important  arrests  were  made  during  the  year,  and  the 
linals  involved  were  convicted  and  sentenced  to  long  terms  in  penal 

tutions.  I  feel  that  the  work  of  the  Detective  Bureau  during  the  year  has 
i  exceptionally  fine,  and  I  would  not  hesitate  to  compare  its  record  with 

of  any  other  detective  branch  in  the  country. 

There  has  been  a  marked  decrease  in  the  number  of  automobiles  stolen 
pared  to  previous  years,  due  to  the  vigilance  of  police  squads  —  also 
onstrated  by  the  high  percentage  of  recoveries:  98%  of  airstolen  auto- 
iles  having  been  recovered. 

Vith  regard  to  traffic  safety,  Minneapolis  heads  the  list  of  cities  of  from 

000  to  500,000  population,  showing  fewer  fatalities  and  serious  injuries 
Iting  from  automobile  accidents  than  any  other  city  in  this  group  for  the 

of  1937;  with  a  record  of  59  fatalities  for  the  year,  compared  with  81  in 
>  —  a  saving  of  22  lives.  This  is  indeed  a  record  to  be  proud  of,  and  this 

1  the  National  Safety  Council  will  present  a  plaque  to  the  City  for  this 
achievement.  In  my  opinion,  a  good  deal  of  the  credit  for  this  record  is 
butable  to  the  30-mile  speed  limit  now  effective  in  the  city,  and  I  am 
ng  that  we  may  show  a  still  better  record  for  the  year  of  1938. 


The  School  Patrol  is  continuing  its  fine  work,  and  maintaining  its  record 
not  a  single  boy  or  girl  killed  by  a  motor  vehicle  while  going  to  or  coming  fr< 
school.  The  Patrol  now  shows  an  enrollment  of  1800  patrol  boys,  who  sa 
guarded  the  lives  of  83,000  pupils  during  1937.  There  were  475  traffic  violat 
turned  in  to  the  Traffic  Bureau  by  the  School  Patrol. 

The  Municipal  Court  Detail,  License  Division,  Pawnbroker  Inspect 
Division,  the  Bureau  of  Police  Women,  the  Juvenile  Division,  the  Radio  < 
Records  Divisions  have  all  been  functioning  in  a  first-class  manner,  althoi 
in  many  instances  under-manned. 

I  have  made  several  efforts  in  the  past  to  increase  our  force  by  50  offic  ) 
but  up  to  the  present  time  have  met  with  little  success.  I  feel  that  this  Dep 
ment,  which  has  one  of  the  smallest  personnels  of  any  police  force  for  a  cit 
this  size,  should  have  at  least  another  50  active  officers;  and  in  this  I  have 
endorsement  of  a  number  of  civic  organizations.  However,  the  governing  b 
has  not  seen  its  way  clear  to  grant  this  request  for  an  increased  personnel, 
to  the  condition  of  city  finances. 

I  wish  to  take  this  occasion  to  thank  you  for  the  fine  cooperation  you  1 
extended  in  the  administration  of  the  Police  Department;  and  also  take  ! 
opportunity  to  thank  the  City  Council  for  their  support  and  cooperation.
